367 Yearlings Sold for $2,729,700, Average $7,438 


Last year the consignors to the Keene- 
land Summer Sales were agreeably sur- 
prised when they totaled up the prices and 
found that the over-all average for 388 
yearlings was $8.237, an advance of 37.1 
per cent over the $6,009 average of 1950. 
This year they expected a strong market 
again, but not many were willing to hazard 
a guess that the average would equal that 
of 1951. (However. one enterprising 
breeder who offered even money against 
an average as high as last year’s found 
a surprising number of takers.) 

The strength of the market was pred- 
icated on increasing handle at the race 
tracks, rising purses, and the rising index- 
es indicating business conditions. But the 
Keeneland catalogue was presumed to be 
somewhat weaker than usual because of the 
dispersal of Coldstream Stud and the late 
withdrawal of the Mereworth Farm con- 
signment. The loss of Coldstream, usually 
one of the leading consignors. was only 
partly made up by the addition of the 
yearlings from the estate of Samuel D. 
Riddle. and the void left by Mereworth 
had to be filled hastily with various small 
consignments, none of which had been 
previously rejected on merit but some of 
which probably would have been crowded 
out of the catalogue if Mereworth had 
sold. Under these conditions it was gen- 
erally assumed that not even a_ strong 
market would bring prices quite level 
with those of last year.

Because of the rotation plan of selling employed at Keeneland, it is not possible 
to make exact comparisons between sessions from year to year. No consignor sells at 
the same session in consecutive years. and the makeup of the various sessions also is 


modified to some extent from year to year. 


the Breeders’ Sales Company at Keeneland 
last week appeared to verify this early 
appraisal. There was no question that 
it was a strong market. and it failed to 
reach last year’s high average by a margin 
small enough to be explained by the differ- 
ence in the catalogue. 

In four long sessions of selling. Mon- 
day through Thursday. Auctioneers George 
Swinebroad and Doe Bond knocked down 
367 yearlings (15 others were catalogued 
but not offered) for $2.729.700. The aver- 
age of $7.438 was 9.7 per cent lower than 
that of 1951. but it was still 23.8 per 
cent above the 1950 level. The highest 
average in the history of such sales in 
the United States was $9,912 at Keene- 
land in 1946—a figure not likely to be 


duplicated soon in the face of the huge 
overproduction of recent years. 

In contrast with last year’s Keeneland 
Summer Sales. in which more than one 
yearling in four brought at least $10,000, 
the emphasis this year was a strong sup- 
port for the lower-priced group. (Again 
the catalogue largely explains the differ- 
ence in the number of high prices; in 1951 
prices of $10.000 or more were paid for 
26 yearlings in the Coldstream Stud group. 
A Coldstream consignment this year al- 
most certainly would have kept the pro- 
portion of five-figure sales as high as 
it was last year.) 

The graph and tabulations indicating 
price groups and the levels necessary to 
buy a given percentage of the yearlings

show clearly the stronger demand for the 
less fancy offerings. Only 3 per cent sold 
for less than $2.000. as compared with 
7.7 per cent last year. The general shift 
was toward the middle prices. Last year 
half the Keeneland Summer yearlings 
could have been bought without going 
higher than $5,100; this year it took 
$5.500 to get the bottom half. But the next 
20 per cent were sold within a very nar- 
rew range: without going above $7.600 a 
buyer could have bought any yearling 
outside the top 30 per cent. whereas last 
year he would have had to spend $8.700. 

It is perhaps this somewhat higher 
floor which is the most significant aspect 
of the 1952 Keeneland sales. The cata- 
logue itself accounts for the smaller num- 
ber of high prices, leaving the conclusion 
that, insofar as was revealed last week. 
the market is at least as strong as last 
year and possibly a trifle stronger. except- 
ing possibly at the very highest levels, 
where buyers appeared to be reckoning 
a little more conservatively than a year 
ago. 

It is also possible, of course, to explain 
the lowered average by the absence of a 
few important buyers. Louis B. Mayer. who 
spent $265,800 at Keeneland last sum- 
mer, was represented by proxy and suc- 
ceeded in paying out only $28,500 last 
week. Brookmeade Stable spent $186,700 
at Keeneland in 1951, but this year sold 
its own yearlings and bought nothing. 
C. H. Jones and Sons expended $103.600 
last year and nothing this year. unless 
anonymously. Others were missing, from 
East and West. Even so, the internal evi- 
dence suggests that the difference in the 
catalogue was enough to account for the 
full difference in high prices and in the 
average. 

Hence the results at Keeneland indicate 
that Saratoga consignors and_ buyers. 
whose turn comes next week. may expect 
a market at least equivalent to that of 
last year. Some of the Saratoga consign- 
ments, most notably that of Henry Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm, are stronger than in 
1951 because of the Coldstream dispersal. 

The proportion of colts and fillies was 
about normal, colts constituting 58.3 per 
cent of the offerings. The average of $8.500 
for 214 colts was down 9.5 per cent from 
1951: the $5.952 average for 153 fillies was 
9.9 per cent less than last year (when one 
filly brought a record price of $60.000). 

The highest price at Keeneland last 
week was the $58.000 paid by James O. 
McCue. of Greenwich. Conn.. for Leslie 
Combs handsome colt’ by *Alibhai 
out of the excellent race mare and_pro- 
ducer Miss Dogwood. by *Bull Dog out 
of Myrtlewood—America’s most successful 
branch of the exported Frizette family. 
Only three other colts reached $30,000 in 
the bidding. as against nine colts and 
three fillies in 1951. The highest-priced 
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filly this year was Mr. Combs’ gray daugh- 
ter of *Mahmoud and the excellent pro- 
ducer *Jerrybuilt (dam of Solidarity. 
Good Excuse. Conversion), which Olin 
Gentry. acting as agent, got for $26.500. 


Summaries of the first two sessions at 
Keeneland were published in THE BLoop- 
Horse last week, and the last two are given 
in this issue, along with the usual recapit- 
ulation of the sales in various categories. 

One noticeable peculiarity of this year’s 
sales was the reluctance of buyers to make 
up their minds at the pell-mell speed de- 
manded by the auctioneers. Last year the 
sessions were finished in about four hours. 
This year. with a smaller number sold, they 
lasted about five hours each. Except in a 
few cases the bidders soon lapsed into 
$100 raises. and took their time on those. 
In the end they paid at about the same 
rate as last year. but they kept their money 
a little longer. 


The Buyers 


The 156 buyers of record at the 1952 
Keeneland Summer Sales bought an aver-

age of 2.3 yearlings each (same as last 
year), and spent an average of $17.448. 
This was $2.330. or about 12 per cent, 
less than the average buyer spent in 1951. 
Because one or more buyers sometimes 
are represented by a single agent. it is 
never possible to give exact figures in this 
category. 

The buyer/spending ratio at Keeneland

The leading buyer this year was Olin 
Gentry. manager of Danada Farm, at Lex- 
ington. Mr. Gentry is an excellent judge 
of racing prospects and frequently is 
asked to recommend yearlings to_ his 
friends. Sometimes he is requested to act 
as agent in making the purchases. This 
year he bought. for various persons. a 
total of seven yearlings for $138.000. aver- 
age $19.714. His two top purchases (see 
list of principal buyers elsewhere in this 
issue) were colts by Roman and *Am- 
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L. R. ALLIsoN 
Of Allison and Prestridge. 


biorix. each of “which sold for $29,000. 
Mr. Gentry was not at liberty to disclose 
his principals at the time he made the 
purchases. Humphrey S. Finney. agent. 
who was one of the leading buyers in 
1951 (12 head for $225.100) was active 
again this year. getting eight head for 
$103.600. Like Mr. Gentry. he was not im- 
mediately able to disclose for whom the 
purchases were made. Emil Denemark. 
the Chicago automobile dealer who has 
been a steady supporter of the Keeneland 
market. again was a strong bidder. Event- 
ually he got nine yearlings for $93,900. 
His advisor, as usual, was his trainer. the 
astute Robert McGarvey. 


James O. McCue, of Greenwich, Conn., 
a newcomer to Keeneland. bought two year- 
lings for a total of $70.000. He got the 
*Alibhai—Miss Dogwood colt which top- 
ped the sale at $58.000. Joe Palmisano. 
who got the very successful Little Request 
from last year’s auctions. was back this 
year. but his personal appearance at the 
sales lot was brief: he became suddenly 
ill and was taken to the St. Joseph Hos- 
pital for an emergency operation. from 
which he is recovering satisfactorily. He 
was credited with buying a total of eight 
head at the 1952 auctions; actually. five 
of them are his and the other three were 
bought by his friend Jack McElroy. Train- 
er Ross Brinson represented Mr. Palmis- 
ano after the Arizonian became ill. 

There were a number of new buyers 
among the 156 who made purchases. and 
of course some of those who previously 
had been active were missing. Among the 
most substantial of these were the Brook- 
meade Stable: C. S. Jones. of C. H. Jones 
and Sons: and L. B. Mayer. Last year 
these three buyers spent $556.100 for 26 
yearlings. This was an average of $21.388, 
and it represented nearly 17.5 per cent of 


the money spent at the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales in 1951. The absence of such 
strong buyers undoubtedly contributed to 
the decline in average at the sales this 
year. Mr. Mayer actually made a few pur- 
chases this year through an agent. but his 
representative did not have the authority 
to bid as high as if Mr. Mayer himself 
had been there. Eugene Constantin Jr.. 
Sam E. Wilson Jr.. and G. R. Bryson were 
among the more active buyers this year. 
as they have been in the past. The sum- 
mary of the buyers follows:

The Highest Prices 


The highest price of the 1952 Keene- 
land Summer Sales was $58,000, which 
James O. McCue. of Greenwich. Conn., 
paid for a dark bay colt by *Alibhai— 
Miss Dogwood, by *Bull Dog. from the 
consignment of Leslie Combs Il. This was 
under the $60.000 top of last year, paid 
for a sister to Twilight Tear. but it was 
substantially above the $42.000 paid last 
year for the highest-priced colt. 

At the 1952 sales. nine colts sold for 


$25.000 or more: last year 20 sold in this 
price range. 

The top-priced filly of the 1952. sales 
was a gray by *Mahmoud—*Jerrybuilt. 
by Empire Builder. bought by Olin Gen- 
try. agent. from Mr. Combs’ consignment 
for $26.500. Mr. Combs also sold the sec- 
ond-highest-priced filly. $22.000. This 
was a gray by *Alibhai—Durazna. by Bull 
Lea. which was bought by Walmac Farm. 
At last year’s sales. 14 fillies sold for 
more than $15.000; at the 1952 auctions. 
ten fillies sold in this range.

As compared with the 1951 market at 
Keeneland, the floor and ceiling moved 
closer together this year. The strength of 
last week’s auction was mainly at the 
lower Jevels. In 1950, for instance. a 
bid of $2,400 would have been enough 
to buy 20 per cent of the yearlings sold; 
in 1951 there were 56 head, or 14 per 
cent. which brought $2,400 or less; and 
this year only 28, or 7.6 per cent, could 
have been obtained within the $2,400 
limit. In 1952 it took a bid of $3,500 to 
include the bottom 20 per cent. 

From this point upward the curve rep- 
resenting “demand” slants downward. 
with the most noticeable difference at 
the upper levels. It took a higher price 
to buy the bottom half of the yearlings 
this year than in 1951, but the supposedly 
better colts and fillies could be obtained 
for prices considerably lower than those 
of last year. 

Last year 26.3 per cent of yearlings 
brought $10.000 or more; this year 81. 
or 22.1 per cent reached that figure. In 
1951, 9.5 per cent reached $20.000; this 
year. only 19, or 5.2 per cent. To get 
one of the top 5 per cent of yearlings 
sold last year the purchaser had to pay 
at least $26.500: this year he could do 
it with $20.000. 

The 1952 market represents another 
tilt of the see-saw. The 1950 market was 
strong at the bottom. weak at the top. 
as compared with the previous year. In 
1951 there was a greater emphasis favor- 
ing the higher brackets. and in 1952 the 
trend was toward stronger support for 
the lesser offerings and weaker compe- 
tition for the best. 

Some of the explanation may lie in 
the catalogue. which for the first time 
since the Breeders’ Sales Company was 


organized was minus two of the most im- 


portant consignors. Coldstream Stud and 
Mereworth Farm. But there was an un- 
mistakable tendency for buyers to shy 
away from the very high prices and to 
bid stubbornly at the lower levels.

The fastest) running of Washington Park’s 


George Woolf Stakes was won by Tuonine, the 
first filly ever to win that event. With 16 starters 


in the race, Tuonine was running as a member 
of the four-horse mutuel field. Her time for the 
six furlongs was 1:1035. 

Taking the lead soon after the start of the race, 
Tuonine was never headed. although her winning 
margin was only a nose. Dean Cavy. which ran 
second throughout the race. made two strong bids 
for the Jead—one on the backstretch the 
other in the drive to the wire—but was unable 
to overtake the daughter of Reaping Reward. Mr. 
Paradise into contention on the far turn, 
and after losing ground on the curve. closed fast 
for third. He finished more than two lengths behind 
Dean Cavy. One of the lightweights in the field, 
Tuonine was nine pounds from Dean 
Cavy and three pounds from Mr. Paradise.

Tuonine then placed second in one start before 
winning her maiden race. Her next two starts 


were stakes events in which she went unplaced. 
Following these, she ran second in an allowance 
race before she scored a five-length victory in her 
Jast start prior to the George Woolf Memorial 
Stakes. For these efforts, she has earned $18,200 
under Mr. Lussky’s colors. 

Tuonine is the first stakes winner of 1952 for 
Reaping Reward, which died this spring at Mr. 
and Mrs. Howard Reineman’s Crown Crest Farm 
near Lexington. Reaping Reward has a total of 
15 stakes winners.

Trained by former jockey Carl Hanford and 
ridden by his brother Ira, La Corredora won the 
1,\;-mile Monmouth Oaks in the colors of Mrs. M. 
W. O'Connor. The win, worth $18,950. raised La 
Corredora’s earnings to $26,475 for the year, and 
to $35,850 for her two seasons of racing. 

The favored Nilufer, which had won three of her 
five previous starts, including the Miss Woodford 
Stakes in her last outing. delayed the start of the 
Menmouth Oaks for a few minutes by plunging 
threugh the gate. Taking the lead after the first 
quarter-mile of the race, Nilufer led to the head of 
the stretch, where Faga-La took command. Devilkin 
and No Score each, in turn, had their heads in front 
during the stretch run, but La Corredora got up 
in the final strides to win by a head. The third- 
place Devilkin was a neck behind No Score and a 
neck in front of Star-Enfin at the wire. At 117 
pounds, La Corredora and No Score were each giving 
four pounds to Devilkin. 

Bred by her owner, Mrs. M. W. O’Connor, La 
Corredora won three races and $9,375 as a 2-year- 
old of 1951. Among her wins that season was the 
Pimlico Breeders Stakes. From six starts of 1952 
prior to the Monmouth Oaks. La Corredora had 
won two races, including her last start before the 
Oaks. and had taken third money one time. 

The first stakes winner of 1952 for her sire, La 
Corredora is the second for Little Beans all told. 
Little Beans’ other stakes winner, Fritz Maisel, 
like La Corredora. is out of a mare by Mowlee. 
The property of Norman W. Hall, Little Beans 
stands at Norfolk, Mass.

At BROOKMEADE FARM, the breaking of the 

home-bred yearlings is started in late June or 
early July. Any yearlings we buy at the sales are 
turned out for from four to six weeks, as mentioned 
previously, and are broken later, along in September 
and October. 

As the first step in acquainting a young racing 
prospect with his new role in life, I suggest that he 
be made accustomed to the bridle. The bridle should 
be put on over the halter. The halter is always used 
under the bridle until a yearling is well broken, be- 
cause a halter is stronger in case a yearling has to be 
restrained with a shank during the breaking pro- 
cedure. If a shank is used on a bridle, it will cause 
the bit to hurt the horse’s mouth. When the bridle is 
first put on a yearling, it should be done most care- 
fully, because an unhappy experience at this time 
can make a horse head-shy. The person who puts 
the bridle on a yearling should be careful not to pinch 
his ears or frighten him. 


If a yearling shows the slightest sign of being 


frightened or uneasy when being bridled, I recom- 
mend that the bridle be taken apart. Put the head- 
piece carefully over his ears, then slip the bit gently 
into his mouth and buckle the cheekpieces onto the 
headpiece. If the bridle is not unbuckled in this 
fashion, the bit must be put into the yearling’s mouth 
first, and the headpiece more or less forced over his 
ears. But by unbuckling the bridle and putting the 
pieces on separately, the groom or handler can avoid 
a tussle with a yearling at a stage when a young 
horse is suspicious and impressionable. 

The cheekpiece should be adjusted so the bit is 
fairly tight in the mouth. If the bridle is put on

loosely and the bit hangs in the yearling’s mouth, he 
will play with the bit and eventually get his tongue 
over it. This can develop into a bad habit. It makes 
a horse difficult to control. Many horses race with 
their tongue tied down so they can’t get it over the 
bit. This habit is usually acquired in the early stages 
of bitting. 

The importance of gentle handling when the 
bridle is first put on a yearling cannot be over- 
stressed. A horse’s ears are sensitive. This could be 
especially true if they have been abscessed or injured 
at some time prior to breaking. Head-shyness is an 
exasperating trait in a horse, and is difficult to over- 
come. Rough or awkward movements in this stage of 
a yearling’s education may upset him for months. 
Gentleness at this time is well repaid in the future. 

Everyone connected with the breaking and hand- 
ling of yearlings should be slow and deliberate in his 
movements. A quick movement of the body or a sud- 
den gesture with the hand will often frighten a young 
horse, with bad results. The only excusable quick 
move is in getting away from a yearling’s teeth or 
heels. 

When a yearling has become thoroughly accus- 
tomed to the bridle and allows you to put it on and 
take it off without any trouble, he can advance to the 
next phase of breaking. This consists of getting him 
used to a surcingle, with a pommel pad or saddle pad 
on his withers. The surcingle is put on gently and 
tightened gradually. The yearling then is got used 
to moving around the stall, turning in all directions, 
while wearing bridle and surcingle. After he has

learned this he can be taken out of the stall and led 
around for a while. When he gets so that he pays no 
attention to the pad and surcingle, a saddle can be 
put on him, with the stirrups removed. Dangling 
stirrups often slap a horse’s flanks and frighten him. 
Sometimes it happens, too, that a horse will toss his 
head around to swipe at a fly or at an itchy spot 
caused by the girth and will get his jaw caught in the 
stirrup. It also has happened that a horse has caught 
a rear foot in a stirrup when striking at a fly or 
trying to scratch an itchy spot. 

All moves in the early education of yearlings 
should be performed by experienced handlers under 
the close supervision of the trainer or one of his 
assistants. 

When a yearling remains perfectly quiet with a 
saddie on his back, put him in a stall and get a boy 
on him. Sometimes this will be approached gradually. 
For instance, the boy may not sit on the yearling’s 
back at once, but may hang over the saddle on his 
stomach, getting the yearling used to the feel of 
weight on his back. The boy will pat him on the sides 
and flanks to calm him and assure him that nothing 
terrible is happening. When this method is used, the 
boy, with assistance from someone holding the year- 
ling’s head, eases into the saddle after the yearling 
is accustomed to the weight and doesn’t seem to be 
frightened by it. 

Some trainers prefer to put a boy up with a saddle 
pad instead of a saddle at this time. Other trainers 
do not hesitate to put the saddle on immediately 
after the bridle, not resorting to the more careful 
way of giving a yearling a lesson with surcingle and 
pad first. The latter is the slower, surer way. To my 
mind it is advisable, though perhaps not always 
necessary, even with a yearling that has been hand- 
led considerably at the farm. 

This part of the schooling is always done in the 
stall. There is less room for a yearling to jump 
around when he is in a stall, and less likelihood that 
he or the boy will get hurt. If a yearling seems skit- 
tish, it is a good idea to place a man on each side of 
him. In one hand each man will hold a shank attached 
to the halter, with the other hand free to hold the boy 
by the leg, if necessary. This gives good control over 
the yearling and helps the boy retain his balance 
and stay on in the event of a rumpus. It should be

impressed on the boy that it is very important for 
him not to be thrown. If a yearling makes a couple of 
jumps and doesn’t throw the boy, your troubles may 
be over. A trainer is fortunate if he can get through 
these preliminary stages without having a boy 
thrown, because if a young horse finds out that he can 
dump a boy, he will delight in repeating it again 
and again. 

The men holding the shanks should be competent

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and agile and should use gentleness and persuasion 
instead of loud talk and swearing. They are not likely 
to be hurt if they stay close to the yearling’s shoulder 
and don’t get in front of him where he can run over 
them or strike them with a foot. 


After a yearling is used to the weight of a boy 
on his back, and can be led and turned in all direc- 
tions, he can be taken out of the stall. With some 
yearlings the procedure from bridling to carrying a 
boy may take several days. Others learn more quick- 
ly. It is important that the handlers call it a day 
when a yearling shows signs of becoming tired and 
hot. Stop before the yearling begins to fight. Resume 
the lesson the next day. 

Yearlings of the present, accustomed to being 
handled from the time they are foaled, usually adapt 
themselves very well to the routine of breaking. It is 
not exceptional for a yearling to accept the bridle and 
the boy in one session, with only one man helping. 
It has been my experience that if you are quiet and 
gentle with them, yearlings can be broken quickly 
and easily. In recent years it has not been uncom- 
mon for us to start from scratch and put boys on 
half a dozen yearlings during a single morning. 
Once in a while a trainer comes across a year- 
ling that gives trouble. In France one time I had 
a big rough colt who would be going along as if 
he had learned his lessons. Then suddenly he would 
slump to the ground and try to roll over on the 
boy. This went on for a while, and I made up my 
mind to do something about it. I told my stable fore- 
man, a big fellow, to sit on the colt’s head the next 
time he tried that trick. The foreman did this, pin- 
ning the colt to the ground while I worked him over 
with a whip. That cured him. I didn’t like to use 
such drastic treatment, but he had given so much 
trouble that it was the only thing to do. 


After a yearling is used to the bridle and doesn’t 
mind having a boy on his back, it is time to get 
him out on the walking ring in company with some 
of the other yearlings. There are a varying number 
of yearlings in a set. A trainer with a dozen year- 
lings, for example, may take them ouf*in two sets 
of six or three sets of four, depending on how 
many exercise boys he has available. The first 
lessons on the outdoor walking ring consist of mere- 
ly walking the yearlings around the circle, getting 
them further accustomed to the bridles and the boys. 
It is well to have a quiet lead pony in front of 
them, rather than trying to make a leader out of 
one of the yearlings. Horses will follow a leader, 
and a quiet pony helps keep the yearlings calm. 
During the early part of this phase of their educa- 
tion, each yearling will be accompanied by a groom, 
who will lead him with a shank. As soon as the 
yearlings are used to following the pony the grooms 
can turn them loose and walk beside them until 
they are assured that they will move along quietly. 
Walking on the ring may be continued until 
the yearlings are following in good style. Then they 
can be stepped up toa trot. During their first lessons 
in walking and trotting they should always circle 
to the left. When they become tractable they should 
be circled to the right, part of the time. When they 
get so they trot easily around the circle in either 
direction, they should be moved to a larger area 
where they can trot in a figure-eight. This quickly 
makes them bridle-wise. The pony still accompanies 
them in this exercise.

Los ANGELES 
Back in 1937, Bing Crosby and Pat 
O’Brien did something besides start a race 
track called Del Mar. Through their warm 
personalities, they sold the public com- 
pletely on the thought that their little race 
track was just about the friendliest place 
in the world, an ideal spot to spend a 
vacation. And the tradition of friendliness 
still lingers on, although control of the 
track has changed hands several times 
since. 

Down where the Turf meets the surf, 
Del Mar opened for its 13th season a few 
weeks ago and the spirit of friendliness is 
just as warm as ever, even though there 
is a brand new regime—the fourth—in 
charge of the track now. The Messers. 
Thomas H. Peppers, Louis B. Mayer, Al- 
fred Hart, and Harry Curland are the big 
bosses at Del Mar now. having bouglit 
controlling interest from Joseph Schenck, 
who ran the track during 1948, °49, °50, 
and °51. Mr. Schenck and, at the time, 
Jay Paley, bought controlling interest from 
Arnold Grant and Henry Crown, who 
owned most of the stock in Del Mar 
during 1946 and 1947. There you have 
the four regimes, beginning with Bing and 
Pat. who started Del Mar and left some- 
thing of their personalities here when 
they sold out after six years. 

The races at Del Mar still start and 
end each day with the playing of der 
groaner’s record, “Where the Turf Meets 
The Surf.” and first post time each day 
is advertised at 2 p. m. Actually, the 
first race starts about ten minutes after 
the special train arrives from Los Angeles. 
When the train chugs around the last 
bend, and hoots at the fans waiting im- 
patiently in the grandstand, everyone lets 
loose a cheer, and the horses start parad- 
ing out for the first race. 

Attendance so far is about even with 
last year. but wagering is up a solid 10 
per cent and the track itself is in wonder- 
ful condition. The racing strip this sea- 
son. [ believe. is about the finest Del 
Mar has ever had. which is a tribute to 
the veteran superintendent, Lee Roebuck. 
Del Mar probably has the best horses 
it has ever had. led by the Calumet Farm 
forces. which won $333,425 at Hollywood 
Park. Most of them, like Two Lea and A 
Gleam, deserve a vacation and are going 
to get it. There’s not a great deal for 
them to run for at Del Mar, and Jimmy 
Jones is going to concentrate on some of

his younger horses, like Chanlea, which is 
already one of the prime favorites for 
the Futurity here on September 6, closing 
day of the meeting. The Futurity will 
gross about $42,000. 

Chanlea is a goodlooking colt, and al- 
ready is bigger than most 3-year-olds. 
He’s by Bull Lea out of Aunt Chaney, by 
Blue Larkspur, and really is a brilliant 
prspect. During the Hollywood Park sea- 
son, Chanlea was a victim of the coughing 
epidemic and did not get a chance to 
show his best form. But he’s beginning 
to develop now, and when 2-year-olds 
begin to improve for Jimmy Jones they 
usually get very good in a hurry. Chanlea 
won his only start at Del Mar under 
wraps, with Jockey Henry Moreno rating 
him head-and-head with Bounding Wave 
for a half-mile just to test the colt. When 
Moreno let Chanlea run a_ little. he 
opened up four lengths from the top of 
the homestretch to the wire. 


AMIABLE VISITOR. Del Mar‘s first 
stakes of the season, the — six-furlong 
Oceanside Handicap for 3-year-olds. was 
won by Helen L. Kenaston’s Danae. only 
filly in the field. Off on top. she was 
never headed and gave the Australian 
jockey ace. Reginald Heather. the thrill 
of winning two consecutive stakes in Cali- 
fornia. On closing day at Hollywood Park, 
Heather had booted the Yolo Stable’s 
Great Circle to an excellent victory in the 
mile-and-five-furlong Sunset Handicap. The 
ride on Danae and the triumph on Great 
Circle required different types of skill. 
but Heather rode both races flawlessly. 

Heather is an outstanding jockey. a fine 
horseman, and a gentleman at all times. 
and I mention these things because of a 
column recently by Oscar Otis. in Daily 
Racing Form. After Heather's successes 
in the Sunset and Oceanside Handicaps, 
Mr. Otis wrote: “Speaking of riders. Cali- 
fornians are puzzled by Reginald Heather. 
the Australian, who has had a measure of 
success during his stay in the United 
States. and who is violently anti-press, 
or so it would seem. He has resented re- 
marks that have been made about his 
riding style. which is so different from 
the American. This attitude has not en- 
deared him with everyone in California.” 

There was a lot more on the same 
order. but nothing could be further from 
the truth. Easterners do not know Heather, 
and they may get the wrong impression 


from Mr. Otis’ remarks, and then, too, 
portions of the column may be quoted in 
dispatches to Australia, which would cer- 
tainly be an injustice to a fine and pop- 
ular rider. The fact of the matter is that 
after his victory in the Sunset Handicap, 
Reggie and his pretty red-haired wife, 
Mary. were guests of the Turf writers in 
the pressbox at Hollywood Park. I be- 
lieve they are my friends, and I am 
sure that Maurice Bernard and Al Santoro 
of the Los Angeles Examiner, and Paul 
Lowry. of the Los Angeles Times, feel 
the same way. There is one Turf writer in 
Los Angeles who has criticised Heather's 
riding frequently, but this writer has a 
reputation for not liking much of any- 
thing. To say Heather is anti-press be- 
cause of one sour vote is ridiculous. 


WALK OR PAY. Last winter, you may 
remember, Santa Anita attempted to 
raise the price of parking from 25 cents 
to 50 cents. After one day, the OPS told 
Santa Anita the increase had not been 
properly applied for and was not ap- 
proved, and to get parking prices back 
to the two-bit level. Well, Del Mar seems 
to have achieved a raise in parking prices 
in a totally different manner. 

All the space immediately adjacent to 
the track has been converted into what 
is known in California as valet parking. 
In other words. if you want to drive right 
up to the gate and have someone else 
worry about parking your car, you may 
do so for $1. The only 25 cent parking 
lot at Del Mar now is across the road, 
and if you want to save yourself a long 
walk you are practically forced to pay 
$1 to park. O. L. McKenney, Del Mar’s 
general manager. tells me only 225 cars. 
or so. are affected by the change. But on 
a week-day at a track the size of Del Mar. 
that’s about one-fifth of the crowd. 


CALUMET’S RECORD 


A new record for earnings at a Holly- 
wood Park meeting was established by 
Mrs. Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm dur- 
ing the recent meeting. The . Calumet 
horses. trained by H. A. (Jimmy) Jones. 
scored 21 firsts, 12 seconds, and 13 thirds, 
and earned $333,425 during the 50 days 
of racing. Two Lea was the leading win- 
ner for the stable with $143,700. Calumet 
won eight of the 23 stakes raced during 
the meeting. The previous Hollywood 
record was held by Louis B. Mayer, with 
$238.085 in 1946.

Of all the wonders that I yet have heard, 
here to steal a phrase from a Mr. Cae- 
sar. it seems most strange to me _ that 
the Board of Directors of the HBPA should 
have adopted a resolution asking that 
owners and trainers should share in any 
revenue received by race tracks in pay- 
ment for television programs. They may, 
of course. be merely following the advice 
which the founder of this magazine gave 
me some years back: “Always declare 
yourself in. The only risk you run is 
being declared out again.” 

In the first place, the revenue which 
race tracks receive from television (I 
don’t know why radio wasn’t brought in 
on this) is very little. For a few races, 
such as the Triple Crown events, one net- 
work does usually pay a fair sum for 
exclusive rights to telecasting., but since 
these races are worth $50,000 to $100,- 
000 to begin with, the owners and trainers 
involved hardly need any additional help. 
The attitude of the HBPA seems to 
me to resemble that of some of the In- 
dians of the Southwest, who sit around 
picturesquely and allow themselves to 
be photographed for a quarter or a half- 
dollar. If every object a television camera 
picks up is to be paid for the privilege, 
we'll be rid of television pretty soon. 
That’s not an entirely bad idea, but it 
isn’t what the HBPA is working toward. 
Any organization of horsemen has a 
clear right to insist on a purse distri- 
bution which is in consonance with the 
revenues of a track, or at least with the 
purse distribution of other tracks. But 
the request for a piece of this and a piece 
of that, while it has the value of novelty, 
is trivial and tawdry. It isn’t important 
in this instance, for if the few tracks 
which get any revenue from television 
added it all to the purse distribution, it 
would make no sensible difference. I 
don’t suppose the HBPA is actually going 
to make any such insistence, but the idea 
just shows how important it is to be sure 
there is adequate ventilation at directors’ 
meetings. Let the air get stuffy, and people 
begin to entertain peculiar ideas. 


PEDIMENT. The fact that the Widener 
Handicap and the Flamingo Stakes were 
each raised to $100,000 naturally got the 
headlines, followed by news of sharp in- 
creases in other Hialeah Park stakes. But 
an important item follows in small print;

that’s the fact that the minimum purse 
will be $3.500. except in those little dashes 
for 2-year-olds at three furlongs. 

The billing the story got was that these 
increases represented an answer to Santa 
Anita’s program. but [ suspect that wasn’t 
it. It was considerably more an answer to 
Gulfstream Park’s increases in the Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap and the Florida 
Derby. It isn’t a complete answer until 
something is heard from Tropical. 

The Florida situation has the doubtful 
virtue of simplicity: Gulfstream Park 
wants all it can get. It tried hard to get 
Hialeah’s dates. though it had no reason- 
able right to them, and the strategy now 
is to coil around the Hialeah meeting, 
taking the 20 days before it and after 
it. in the hope of forcing Tropical Park 
out of business. If this should happen, 
Gulfstream and Hialeah would have to 
take up the entire 120-day season (plus 
some days for buying football players). 
Hialeah doesn’t want 60 days. no matter 
how they are divided. but it would have 
to take them. since the Florida law now 
specifies that the track yielding the most 
revenue to the State has claim to the best 
dates. The only profits of this struggle 
this far. as nearly as I can make it out 
from here. were reaped by the Florida 
Legislature, which on occasion has listen- 
ed to promptings from both sides of the 
stage. 


INTERNATIONAL. I’m not sure what 
the number of this attempt is. but no one 
can wish Laurel worse than well in its 
attempt to put on an international race 
in October. It has long been recognized 
that such a race would stimulate racing 
interest a great deal, and if it comes off, 
Laurel itself will not be the only bene- 
ficiary. But history is somewhat against it. 

Committments of foreign horses, un- 
fortunately, are a little like long-range 
weather predictions. You will remember. 
I’m sure, that James Butler worked stren- 
uously to make Empire City’s Gold Cup 
an international race, and that he also 
got “committments.” He didn’t get many 
foreign horses, however, and the two best 
that he did get. *Ensueno and *Endeav- 
our, came from countries he didn’t visit. 
This attempt to recruit a representative 
foreign representation was given a good, 
and very expensive try, and it didn’t work. 
It’s possible, with the movement of horses 
by air a little more developed now, that 


Laurel will have better luck, and I cer- 
tainly hope it does. However, that’s not 
the way to bet. 

The addition of a $50,000 weight-for-age 
race to Maryland’s fall program is a clear 
gain, at any rate, and with the increases 
announced at Bowie, it should be an in- 
teresting autumn. I’m sure that each track 
is operating independently, but these 
raises. in conjunction with those in Flor- 
ida. are going to have the effect of holding 
better horses in the East. Not many train- 
ers want to pick up and travel 2.500 miles 
to race if they don’t have to, but until 
this year the money was at Arcadia. 


REGRET. One of the most successful 
sales of the year was the transfer of 
To Market from Sam A. Mason to King 
Ranch. because both parties to the sale 
were highly satisfied with it. and so was 
Max Hirsch. who engineered the deal, 
and kept on training the horse. Mr. Hirsch 
returned to New York in a very affable 
frame of mind. and on July 30 celebrated 
his 72nd birthday. However. it is hard 
to keep anybody completely happy. 

He was congratulated on winning the 
$100.000 Arlington Handicap with To 
Market. and he was pleased enough, but 
he remarked a little later that he should 
have won the Kentucky Derby. 

But. it was pointed out. To Market didn’t 
run in the Derby. 

“Not that Derby.” Mr. Hirsch said. “I 
should have won the one that Regret 
won. Had a real good horse. named 


Norse King.” 


Last Two Days 
At Keeneland 


Wednesday, July 30 


The third session at Keeneland was 
marked by livelier bidding and higher 
prices than the two earlier sessions. The 
95 yearlings which went through the ring 
brought an aggregate of $807,800, average 
$8,503. Thirty of the offerings reached 
$10,000, and six were at $20,000 or more. 
The 53 colts brought $507,100, average 
$9,568; 43 fillies, $300,700, average $7.160. 

High point of the afternoon was the 
spirited contention for Leslie Combs II’s 
exceptional colt by *Alibhai out of the 
noted stakes winner and producer Miss 
Dogwood, by *Bull Dog out of the top- 
flight race mare and producer Myrtle- 
wood. It settled finally to a duel between 
East and West, with James O. McCue 
outstaying California’s James N. Crofton 
and getting the colt for $58,000—top price 
of the four-day sales series. 

Mr. Combs’ consignment of seven year- 
lings topped the averages at $26,071, which 
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The Bull Lea Grillo

was above the figure for his seven offerings 
last year. But when this consignment is 
added to that of Leslie Brownell Combs 
II the average of $13,665 for 23 head is 
lower than the $15,829 per head for the 17 
yearlings sold by the father and son in 
1951. 

Clifford Mooers’ Walnut Springs Farm 
averaged $10,464 for 11 head, Mrs. Parker 
Poe’s Shawnee Farm averaged $6.536 for 
a similar number. These consignments, as 
well as the smaller ones of Lucas B. 
Combs. Ira Drymon, and Lewis J. Tutt. 
made appreciable gains over 1951. 

Aside from the $58.000 prize. the high- 
est prices of the day were the $26.500 paid 
by Olin Gentry. agent for an unspecified

Thursday, July 31 


The final session of the yearling sales, 
on Thursday, July 31, saw 85 yearlings 
sold for $648,500, an average of $7,629.

James Brink and Charles Drahmann. 


respectively owner and manager of Look- 
out House near Covington. Ky.. were killed 
on the afternoon of August 5 when Brink’s 
light plane stalled. crashed, and burned 
at the small Fulton County airport about 
seven miles west of Atlanta. Ga. The 
Beechcraft plane stalled on a turn after 
missing the runway in a first attempt at 
a landing. 

In the wreckage was found $16.200 in 
$100 bills. along with a considerable 
amount of currency which had been burn- 
ed. A piece of paper. partly burned. bore 
the notation $24,000." suggesting that 
this was the amount carried. Charles E. 
Lester. Brink’s attorney. who flew to At- 
lanta to identify the victims. said that 
$24.000 in cash was being flown to Miami 
in anticipation of a real estate transaction 
there, 

Jimmy Brink led the troubled and pros- 
perous life of a gambling house operator. 
Newspapers reporting the accidently freely 
used the term “two notorious .. . gamb- 
ling figures.” since Brink himself had used

Next major auction sale of Thorough- 
bred yearlings begins at the Fasig-Tipton 
Companys grounds at Saratoga Springs. 
N. ¥.. on the night of August 12. Selling 
will proceed through Friday night. Au- 
gust 15. and will resume on Monday night. 
August 18. concluding on Wednesday 
night. August 20. A total of 362 yearlings 
have been listed by 74 consignors. 

The showpiece of the sale will be the 
consignment of 48 yearlings to be sold 
on August 15 by Henry H. Knight’s Alma- 
hurst Farm. This lot includes the pick 
from three major breeding establishments 
—Almahurst. Coldstream Stud. and 
Elmendorf Farm—assembled by Mr. 
Knight within the last year. The cover 
photo shows a group of buyers examining 
some of the Knight yearlings at a previous 
sale. 

There are other strong consignments 
from elsewhere, contributing to what prob- 
ably is the best-balanced Saratoga cata- 
logue in some few years. It seemed likely 
that the 1952 average would exceed the 
average of $5,460 obtained last year on 
the sale of 299 yearlings for $1,632,600. 


As was the case in 1951 and earlier, 


foreign breeders are using the Saratoga 
Sales as a means of entering the Amer- 
ican yearling market. This year a total of 
39 vearlings have been consigned by breed- 
ers from abroad. 

The Saratoga catalogue. as usual. will 
offer a wide range of racing prospects. 
from the moderate in price to well up in 
five figures. The 362 yearlings represent 
the get of 173 stallions. 

If the results at the recent Keeneland 
sales can be used as a basis for judging 
the probable trend at Saratoga, it may be 
expected that there will be, as at Keene- 
land. a demand for yearlings in the range 
from $3,000 up to $10,000. which likely 
will have the effect of forcing up the price 
of yearlings selling for above $10,000. 
It was in the higher price range that the 
Keeneland market declined, but the qual- 
ity of the Saratoga offerings this summer 
quite possibly could reverse this trend. 
At the 1951 auctions, the Saratoga market 
rose in all but the lowest price category, 
as compared with the 1950 sales. 

The usual sale of race horses and mis- 
cellaneous stock will be held at the Fasig- 
Tipton arena on Saturday morning, Au- 
gust 16.

During last 
week’s sales at Keeneland he tried to sell 
some of his stock by flying prospective 
customers from Lexington to his farm and 
back.

With Pleasure’s New Home 


The stallion With Pleasure. which J. 
Howard King bought for $30.000 at the 
0. J. Breault dispersal at Keeneland last 
week. will make the 1953 stud season at 
the Drymon-Metz Farm (Ira Drymon- 
Joe Metz) at Lexington. He will stand 
at $590 for a live foal. Mr. King has 
sad he will sell up to 59 per cent of 
the son of He Did—Seldina. by Insco. 
on a syndicate basis. 

With Pleasure won 15 races and $280.- 
666 in six seasons of racing. He won eight 
stakes races. was 11] times second in 
stakes. and was twice third in stakes. His 
first foals are yearlings. 

Within a minute or two after he had 
bought the 9-year-old stallion, Mr. King 
was approached by several breeders want- 
ing to book seasons to the horse or ac- 
quire shares in the syndicate. Later he 
was offered a $10,000 profit on his pur- 
chase, but refused it. Mr. King has been 
breeding Thoroughbreds for the last four 
or five years. He owns Kingsway Farm, 
near Lexington, where he keeps his 
broodmares. He is a director of Lexing- 
ton’s Citizens Bank and is president of 
the Spottswood Specialty Company, manu- 
facturers of advertising specialties. 


Polynesian—Book Full at $3,000 


The highiy successful young stallion 
Polynesian has a full book for 1953 at 
$3.000 for a live foal, it has been an- 
nounced by Ira Drymon, at whose Galla- 
her Farm, Lexington, Mrs. P. A. B. Widen- 
ers son of Unbreakable—Black Polly, by 
*Polymelian, is at stud. In 1952 Polyne- 
sian stood for a fee of $2.000. He will be 
bred to 35 mares next year, Mr. Drymon 
said. 

Polynesian’s oldest foals are 3-year-olds. 
From his first crop he had the stakes win- 
ners Thataway and Tonga. and Hadn't 
Orter. which placed in stakes. Tonga also 
has won stakes at three this year. Seven 
of Polynesian’s second crop have won at 
two this year. including the stakes winners 
Tahiti, Tahitian King, and Native Dancer. 


The intake of carotene by horses fed 
rations devoid of good quality green hay 
or silage is likely to be below their require- 
ments. No ill effects may be apparent for 
several months or a year. provided the 
animals have a good store of vitamin A. 
Nevertheless, it is sound nutritional prac- 
tice to provide horses with some feeds 
that will supply at least the minimum 
requirements. and higher amounts should 
be provided for mares in foal.—NATIONAL 
Researcu Councit. 


Notes From the 
Keeneland Sales 


The *Alibhai colt out of the good stakes 
winner and producer Miss Dogwood was 
described by Leslie Combs II as “the best 
I've ever sold.” The buyers agreed with 
him. He was opened at $10,000. reached 
$35.000 in about four more bids. Eugene 
Constantin dropped out at about $45.000. 
and Neil McCarthy, bidding for Louis B. 
Mayer. carried on until the bidding went 
above $50.000 and settled to raises of 
$1.000 at a time. The final contenders 
were James N. Crofton of California and 
James O. McCue of Greenwich, Conn. 
Crofton had the bid at $57,000. but when 
Tom Waller, bidding for Mr. McCue, im- 
mediately raised it to $58,000 the auction 
was over. 


James O. McCue, a native of Scotland. 
is president of the Stamford Rolling 
Mills (copper) at Stamford, Conn. He is 
building an additional plant in California, 
following the industrial trend toward the 
West Coast. and as a smaller sideline 
owns an oil well not far from Natural 
Bridge, Ky. His interest in racing grew 
out of his natural affection for animals, 
and perhaps especially for a saddle horse 
at his Brae Burn Farm at Greenwich. 
Conn. His experience in racing has been 
brief. His first winner was Definitely, in 
the spring of 1951. and another of his 
three-horse stable of last year was the 
good stakes winner Star-Enfin, bred by 
Maine Chance Farm and _ trained by 
George Strate. He bought some yearlings 
at Saratoga last year and they are now 
trained by Tom Waller. His first pur- 


chases at Keeneland were made last week. 


Mr. McCue’s horses raced last year in 
a partnership with the stable name of 
Brae Burn Farm. but this association is 
now dissolved and his stock will race in 
the name of Mrs. McCue. 


TRAINER Tom WAL- 
LER (left) and WIL- 


LIAM EwINe. 
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William Ewing. of New York. like 
James O. McCue. is a patron of Tom 
Waller’s stable. His most successful run- 
ner to date has been the Count Fleet colt 
Auditing. He has about ten horses in 
training now. Mr. Ewing. a financier of 
the old J. P. Morgan firm, is a member 
of The Jockey Club. He was accompanied 
to the sales by Mrs. Ewing. 


Mrs. Walter J. Salmon attended the 
sales the first afternoon, then left for 
New York. She and Mr. Salmon, who is 
recovering from a severe illness, planned 
to leave for Saratoga at once. Their Mere- 
worth Farm yearlings were withdrawn 
from the sales shortly before the final 
closing date. Last year Mereworth sold 
a sister to Twilight Tear at $60,000. a 
record price for a filly. 


The Buddah Stable, which bought a 
First Fiddle filly the first day, is owned 
by David Paper, Minneapolis business 
man (paper). The stable name, he ex- 
plained. came from the nickname of a 
nephew, called Buddah, a variation of 
Buddy. He has been racing two or three 
years. made his first Keeneland purchases 
last fall. He was accompanied to the sales 
by Dave Feldman, Chicago man-of-all- 
work (reporter, radio, race caller for pub- 
lic address system, horse owner. etc.), 
who was associated with him in some 
of his earlier purchases. 


J. R. Collins. of Detroit, who bought 
two yearlings for $15,000. is the owner 
of the good filly Biddy Jane, which has 
won the Rancocas Stakes and Miss Amer- 
ica Stakes this year. setting a track record 
in the latter. Mr. Collins bought Biddy 
Jane for $1.700 out of Charles W. Black’s 
Silver Lake Farm consignment to the 
Keeneland sales of last fall; to date she 
has won more than $28,000.

Dispersal 
At Keeneland 


A dispersal of horses owned by O. J. 
Breault was held at Keeneland on the 
morning of August 2. day after the close 
of the vearling sales. The stallions With 
Pleasure and Challenge Me were among 
the offerings. With Pleasure was bought 
by J. Howard King. of Lexington. for 
$30.000. Challenge Me was bought by 
K. M. Little for $10.800. Fourteen brood- 
mares. some with foals at side, sold for 
$33.800. average $2.414. Fourteen yearlings 
brought $21.500. average $1.536: this 
group was made up of seven colts. which 
brought $13.600, average $1.943, and seven 
fillies. which sold for $7,900. average 
$1,129. A few Palomino horses and some 
tack also were sold. 

The atmosphere at the Breault sale was 
a marked contrast to that in the Keene- 
land arena during the preceding four 
days, when the annual summer sale of 
yearlings was on. The “professionals”— 
men who buy horses with a shrewd eye, 
for their own breeding farms or for pos- 
sible resale—made up the bulk of the 
audience.

DEATH OF HALCYON 


Halcyon, a 24-year-old son of Broom- 
stick—Prudery. by Peter Pan, died dur- 
ing the recent breeding season. it has 
been learned. The stallion was acquired 


last vear by Dan Midkiff when he bought 
the Thoroughbred holdings and __ the 
Springside Farm of John W. Stanley. up- 
on the latter's retirement from the horse 
business. Mr. Midkiff gave Haleyon to 
John Muth. of Lexington. who placed the 
herse at a farm near Lexington owned by 
Dr. Harry Jones and managed by William 
Bell. The son of Broomstick received a 
leg injury that led to his destruction. 


Haleyon was probably the most prom- 
inent remaining son of Broomstick. He 
was bred by H. P. Whitney. and in five 
seasons of racing he won 17 races and 
$45.230. His wins included the Helpful 
Stakes and the Jamaica. Queens County 
(twice). Bay Shore. and Continental 
Handicaps. Prudery, his dam. was among 
the best fillies of her 2-year-old year 
(1920). Her four foals included the stakes 
winners Whiskery, Victorian, and Halcyon, 
and the producer Coquetry. Whiskery was 
sterile and got no foals; Victorian had 
comparatively few foals. With only mod- 
erate opportunity, Halcyon sired the win- 
ners of slightly more than $2,017,000. Of 
this sum, more than $67,000 has been 
earned this year in first money by his 31 
winners of 1952, which include six 2-year- 
old winners. He had an average-earnings 
index of slightly above 1.43. His 220 foals 
included the stakes winners Butler, Emolu- 
ment, Grey Days, Grey Wing, Halbarail, 
Halcyon Boy. Kingfisher. Loyal Legion, 
Parasang. Rose Bed, and Syl’s Jimmy. 


Broomshot. the dam of Double Jay. now 
26 years old, was bred to the 24-year-old 
stallion this spring. She got in foal.

“Lazy” Tulyar 
Unbeaten at 3 


The Aga Khan’s Tulyar, unbeaten in five 
previous starts as a 3-year-old, on July 19 
added to his list of victories the richest 
race in the English racing calendar, the 
114-mile King George VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth Stakes at Ascot. Reputed an extreme- 
ly lazy horse which refuses to run any 
faster than he feels necessary, Tulyar ran 
his usual come-from-behind race to beat 
the 3-year-old Gay Time (Rockefella— 
Daring Miss) by a neck—a margin slightly 
smaller than by which Tulyar had beaten 
Gay Time in the Derby. Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger’s Worden (Wild Risk—Sans 
Tares), also a 3-year-old, was third in the 
field of 15 runners. 

Tulyar ran the mile and a half in 2:3324 
and added £27.650 ($77,420) to his earn- 
ings, thus establishing a new English rec- 
ord with a total of 60.796 deflated pounds 
sterling. The winner was a 3-to-] favorite. 
He is trained by Marcus Marsh and regu- 
larly ridden by Charles Smirke. 

A week earlier, Tulyar had won the 
Eclipse Stakes at Sandown Park. Eng- 
land’s richest race at a distance of a mile 


and a quarter. In the Eclipse, Mehmandar, 
by Nearco, was second, and Hilltop, son of 
Djebel. was third. 

Tulyar’s first four wins of the season 
were scored in the seven-furlong Henry 
VIII Stakes at Hurst Park, the Ormonde 
Stakes of 184 miles and 75 yards at Ches- 
ter. the 1144 mile Derby Trial Stakes at 
Lingfield. and the Derby at Epsom Downs. 

Tulyar, a major development in the cur- 
rent revival of the St. Simon male line, 
is by Tehran (by the Derby winner Bois 
Roussel) out of Neocracy. by Nearco out 
of Harina. by Blandford.

Rank’s horses at the First July Sales at 
Newmarket resulted in the highest aggre- 
gate for the sale of a single individual’s 
bloodstock in England since Sir Edward 
Hulton’s horses were sold in 1925. The 72 
lots brought 154,370 guineas, average 
2.144 guineas (about $6,300). Buyers rep- 
resenting several countries were present. 

Top price of the sale was the 8,900 
guineas (over $26,000) paid by B. A. 
Abbott for the 13-year-old broodmare 
Daring Miss (Felicitation—Venturesome) , 
covered by Rockefella and with a colt foal 
by Kingstone. Sir Victor Sassoon paid 
8.000 guineas for the 9-year-old mare Live 
Leiters, by Mieuxce. 


Four of the yearlings brought prices of 
more than 5,000 guineas. The top bid, 
made by the British Bloodstock Agency, 
was 6,500 guineas for a filly by Tehran 
out of Themis, by Hyperion. 


Among the horses in training, the 2- 
year-old filly Marietta (Epigram—Curt- 
sey) brought 6,200 guineas, and another 
2-year-old filly, Medolic (Dante—Crisa) 
was sold for 6,000 guineas. 

The stallions Orthodox, Vigorous, Hy- 
perbole, and Jock Scot were sold, the 
highest price among them being the 4,100 
guineas paid by the British Bloodstock 
Agency for Hyperbole, son of Hyperion.
